With July You Get Two — Continued... 


The GSWS had two shows open 
to both Full and Associate Members 
in July. Show Chairman Stan 
Kephart reports that “Views of 
Nature”, which was juried by slides 
by Trenton State Art Professor 
Bruce Rigby was on view July 29— 
Sept I at the Stony Brook Millstone 
Watershed Association in 
Pennington. 28 paintings were 
selected from 68 entries; Ten Full 
and twelve Associates were in 
“Views of Nature” which was 
enjoyed by all who came to the 


gallery. 


Margot Frohlich and Carol Scott 
co-chaired the AAMH/GSWS Show. 
On July 23rd 314 people attended 
and 137 paintings were sold to 78 
people for a total income of 
$14,487. Although this was down 
from the $18,798 taken in, in 1994, 
it was a very healthy amount, 
especially in today’s economy. Over 
half of the artists who entered sold 
work! 43 framed (out of 353 on 
exhibit) sold and 94 matted (out of 
604) sold (average selling price 
$108). Our invitational mailing list 
was 616; we added 114 new names, 


of which 59 bought the art. New 
people came from our publicity (a 
survey was taken), mainly from the 
newspaper publicity. Receiving was 
done very efficiently and the exhibit 
was beautiful and inviting. It is 
hoped this sale will again run in 
July (and may we also hope for 
continued financial success?). 

Our gratitude goes to Margot 
and Carol, and to Stan, and to the 
many who helped make these 
shows successes.
